Claim 1-5, 11-15, and 21-25 are allowed. 

Claims 6-10, 16-20, and 26-31 are cancelled without prejudice. 
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This communication warrants no examiner's reason for allowance, as applicant's reply makes 
evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 CFR 
1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of applicant's remarks filed on October 10, 2007 with 
respect to the amended claim limitations point out and make clear the reason claims are 
patentable over the prior art of record.
